Health  Inspector's  Report 

Since  Mr.  Maxx'\rell  wrote  his  report  I am  glad  to 
note  that  progress  has  been  made  with  a new  sewerage 
scheme  which  will  not  only  Improve  the  general  drainage 
of  the  area  but  also  help  to  clean  the  river.  It  is 
true  that  these  schemes  cost  money,  but  one  must  count 
as  a gain  the  general  improvement  in  sanitation.  It 
must  also  be  realised  that  without  this  scheme  the 
possibility  of  expansion  of  the  town  by  new  building  and 
new  industries  would  be  seriously'’  if  not  completely 
impeded. 

The  coming  into  existence  of  the  Water  Board  has 
been  an  advance,  for  their  greater  resources  in  man- 
power and  money  will  in  future  prevent  the  type  of  break- 
down which  occurred  in  1959*

Approval  is  still  awaited  for  the  plans  of  the  new 
sewEige  disposal  plant,  a.nd  the  Council  are  very  keen  to 
start  this  work,  but  delay  at  Ministry  level  has  caused 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  to  be  increased:  with  the 
greater  cost  of  borrowing  the  capital,  the  scheme  estimate 
has  risen  by  5/^.

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PUBLIC  CLEANS  IH& 

Weekly  collections  are  made  from  every  occupied 
house  in  the  district;  hut  the  amount  of  refuse 
collected  far  exceeds  the  normal  average  of  other 
places  of  greater  population.  The  dustbin  is  the 
resting  place  not  only  of  tins  and  ashes,  but  of  tea 
leaves,  garden  refuse,  etc.,  despite  repeated  requests 
to  “Burn  refuse  and  save  costs'^. 

The  streets  are  cleansed  weekly  in  the  residential 
areas,  and  daily  in  the  main  streets.  During  hot 
weather  disinfectant  is  poured  into  the  street  gulleys. 

Daily  cleansing  of  the  public  conveniences  is 
carried  out,  apart  from  the  samnier  season  when  they  are 
cleansed  sometimes  ^ times  a day. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  rodent  infestations  in  the  district  have 
declined  due  to  the  efficient  work  of  the  Operator. 

Strict  attention  is  paid  to  the  refuse  tip  and.  the  out- 
fall of  the  sewers.  The  infestations  where  animal  carcases 
and  offal  are  stored  still  cause  some  concern;  also  the 
action  of  some  ratepayers  in  dumping  food  refuse  in  open 
containers.

Milk  Registration  and  Licensing

Meat  Inspection 

Two  slaughterhouses  exist  in  the  district,  one  being 
used  regularly  end  the  other  for  occa.sional  slaughtering. 
Both  are  licensed  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 > 
are  requiring  extensive  alteration  to  conply  with  the  new 
Slaughterhouses  Act.  The  position  of  the  two  premises 
are  far  from  ideal,  one  being  situated  at  the  foot  of  the 
butcher’s  garden  and  the  entrance  is  from  a common  path 
30  yards  away  from  the  highway.  In  the  case  of  the  other 
premises,  it  is  situated  in  a street,  hlien  the  doors  are 
open  the  genera:;  public  can  seo  all  the  operations  without 
encroaching  on  private  property.  The  final  decision  of 
whether  these  slaughterhouses  should  remain  has  not  yet 
been  made,  but  in  my  opinion  in  both  oases  the  situations 
are  unsuita.ble  and  'the  Ministry  should  support  anj'’  move 
the  Local  Authority  may  mal^e  to  resite  these  premises. 


Meat  Inspection  (Continued) 

The  strict  routine  inspection  of  the  carcases 
slaughtered  in  both  of  these  premises  is  indeed  a 
problem,  and  in  ray  opinion  the  time  has  now  come  for 
limitation  of  slaughtering  hours,  to  enable  adequate 
supervision  and  inspection  of  the  meat.  The  method 
of  inspection  is  that  laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Memo,  as  far  as  is  reasonably  practicable.
